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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The Claims are unclear because a " lubricant including [a] base oil " (emphases added) 
does not necessarily include the property of "worked penetration", whereas a "grease" does. 
Amendment is required to clarify the invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

As best understood, Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Okaniwa et al 6444621 in view of Tanaka et al 6500787. 

As best understood, Okaniwa discloses the recited elements, but does not disclose 
worked penetration of the lubricant, as best understood. Tanaka shows these characteristics at 
least in c4, third complete paragraph. 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to include this feature, as shown in Tanaka, to provide an improved description of the 
invention, thus aid in applicability. This characteristic is inherent in a grease.

Suzuki et al 5952273, Yatsuzuka et al 5877129, Waynick 5207935, 4986923, Okaniwa 
et al 5160645.
